In Petaluma, Calif., a little gray­ 
haired mother sits 
in

home, every footstep on the porch 
awakening a hope she has nursed 
for 40 years—a dream that can never 
come true. 
Bowden died in a hospital here, 
carefully guarding his past life and 
Identity. Thousands of dollars had 
been spent over a period of more 
than a quarter of a century by his 
family and friends, carrying on

search for him. 
Forty years ago after a 
family 
quarrel, Bowden disappeared from 
his home in Birmingham, Ala., a l­ 
though reports in years later came 
to the mother that her 
son 
was 
dead, she refused to believe them. 
“Albert wil come walking through 
that door anyday now. I w’ant to be 
the first to greet him,” she would 
exclaim. 
Every footstep waa a hope, later 
to be distroyed. 
But Mrs. Bowden never lost hope. 
When she later moved to Califor­ 
nia, according to friends, she m ain­ 
tained the lonely vigil. 
Two weeks before his death he 
told a friend he might someday re­ 
turn to Birmingham to see his par­ 
ents. 
“But I wouldn’t want them to see 
me like this," he said, pointing at 
his working clothes—the 
best

had. 
"I was driving a circus truck once 
and passed 
my 
sister 
and 
two 
children close enough to touch them 
with my whip. I

T here seems to be a n impression 
am ong a considerable body of our 
citizens, th a t m unicipal 
corpora­ 
tions or organized w ater districts, 
m ay 
pass 
ordinances 
regulating 
m atters, which are in conflict with 
the general sta te or federal laws. 
A case in point h a s arisen here 
in L aguna B each City, where the 
L aguna Beach C ounty W ater Board 
passed an ordinance in direct con­ 
flict w ith a resolution calling 
a 
bond election passed by the 
sam e 
body six m onths prior to the ordin­ 
ance w ith w hich it is in conflict. 
The R esolution No. 4 calling for 
the bond election w as passed De­ 
cem ber 15, 1925, in w hich c o n je c t­ 
ural obligations w ere created in the 
w ords following: 
Section 2. The whole and en­ 
tire 
Laguna 
Baach 
County 
W ater District is to bo 
bene­ 
fited 
and 
will 
be 
benefited 
thereby and ahall ba subject to 
taxation for the 
payment af 
such bonds, and which 
district 
is described as follows: 
(than fellow s the description of 
the exterior boundaries of the 
W ater District.) 
T he people of the "whole and e n ­ 
tire d istrict to be benefited” voted 
the bonds unanim ously ($600,000.00) 
The proceeds of th e sale of the 
bonds becam e available, 
and, 
six 
m onths after, the W ater Board find­ 
ing the funds rapidly disappearing, 
and being In a ra th e r difficult posi­ 
tion, passed

Of course th e point was raised a t

R esolution No. 4 is the word “ser­ 
vice” found. Of course this is a 
m ere quibble. For, as a m atter of 
fact, th a t contracted p art of the 
d istrict connected w ith the W ater 
System , is benefited in one w ay and 
in only ONE WAY, and th at is by 
SERVICE. 
In other w ords—while every v o t­ 
er in the W ater D istrict is paying

WASHINGTON, O ct 7—The man 
who aspires to become an army 
aviator must be a good deal bet 
tar than good. Physically he must 
be just about perfect In addition 
to the physical standards require* 
for enlistment In other branches 
he must pass tests worked out by 
the medical 
section of the air 
corps. 
One vital requirement for the 
aviator, says Lt Col. Levi H Hath 
away, chief of the section, la that 
his vision must be normal In every 
way. The applicant la tested for 
depth of perception, the ability to 
estimate distances accurately, for 
eye muscle balance and for the 
powder of accommodation for vision 
near and distant. 
There are special tests to deter­ 
mine hie equilibrium, which is an 
Important factor in flying, and a 
thorough neuropsychlo examination 
is made to determine nervous and 
mental stability to withstand the 
stresses incident to flying. 
Unlike many callings, aviation 
Col. Hathaway says, has developed 
no 
occupational 
disease. 
N e v / 
theless, the stress of flying, the 
roar of the motor, the effects of 
high altitude and of rapid changes 
in altitude, do bring strain upon 
nervous organs and systems of the 
body. That is to be expected, the 
colonel points out. when It Is re­ 
cognized that the human body was 
not primarily fashioned for flying 
and is subjected by aviators to an 
environment unnatural to man.

October Planting 
The season has approached the 
point of fairly heavy seed planting 
of hardy annuals in 
the 
open 
ground. 
Borne of them are got 
of particular Interest 
to 
many 
gardens, but will add to variety 
The Est is about as follows 
Acrocliniura. 
alyssum, 
calendula 
candytuft, clarkia, cosmos, each 
ooh lot Zia, 
godetla, larkspur, Un I 
urn. 
lupins, 
mignonette, 
poppies, 
sweet peas, pansy, 
stocks, 
and 
California wild flowers. 
Prepare a well pulverized seed 
bed and after thoroughly raking 
until the soil Is broken into fine 
particles, plant your seed. 
They 
should be Just covered lightly in 
the case of the small seeds. 
If It is posible 
to 
firm 
the 
ground 
after 
planting 
without 
covering the eeed too deep, It will 
be found of benefit to the plants. 
Be sure and keep the seed bed 
moist but avoid creating a muddy 
condition. 
When 
possible 
seeds 
of 
the 
small 
plants 
should 
be 
covered lightly with sand as it 
retains 
moisture 
and 
prevents 
baking of soil. 
With 
fair 
results your plants 
will naturally be too close together 
In the bed. 
They should be well 
thinned when of a sufficient else 
to insure their probable growth. 
In thinning, it is usually possible 
to transplant to some other place 
the garden. 
Many 
bulbs 
may 
be 
planted 
now. 
Some of them do very well 
with our conditions, while others 
are rather irratic as to their pro­ 
duction. 
Some 
gardens 
contain 
very 
good 
results 
with 
tulips, 
hyacinths, and narcissus, while In 
others they are 
complete 
fail­ 
ures. 
They desire a soli 
that 
baa 
been well prepared 
previous 
to 
planting. 
Any fertilizer should bs 
applied some time in advance of 
planting and the soil should bs 
spaded 
to 
a 
depth 
of 
several 
inches. Most of these bulbs sbould 
be planted five 
or 
Six 
Inches 
deep. 
It seems that partial shade is 
most beneficial to 
these 
bulbs. 
Many 
commercial 
growers 
are 
planting 
in 
walnut groves with 
very good results. 
Ranunculus and anemonss 
are 
more of a universal success than 
the above mentioned bulbs. Many 


people ars quits disappointed at 
their first sight of those so-called 
bulbs because of their apparent 
worthlessness. 
They 
are 
very 
peculiar looking objects to expect 
beautiful flowers from. 
They should he soaked before 
planting and only planted to 
depth of one to one and a half 
Inches 
That is so that the top 
is well covered. 
The prongs or 
points must be planted down. 
The planting of the plants of 
pansies, stocks, and snapdragons 
should bs continued. 
Also thoss 
of delphinium, and gerbera. 
Cin­ 
erarias will soon 
bs ready 
In 
fact a 
few ars on 
the market 
now. 
The heaviest planting will 
follow later. 
All shrubs and tress may bs 
planted to advantage now. 
As I 
have mentioned In articles before 
these may be eet out to edvant 
age throughout the 
entire 
year 
with but few exceptions 
With the approach of winter, 
wish to offer a word of warning

Dur­ 
ing this particular week we are urged to pay atten­ 
tion to this one thing which leads, by the very logic 
of over-emphasis, to dropping it from our consider­ 
ation at the end of the week and devoting ourselves 
to a new idea. 
We have “ Better Speech Week,” 
“Fire Prevention Week.” “Girl Scout Week." “Clean­ 
up Week,” “Debt-paying Week,” “Father and Son 
Week,” “Prayer Week” and we believe the re­ 
search secretary has found a ‘‘reindeer week” among 
the list of one hundred and thirty-five. 
We wonder if we had not better emphasize these 
various fine qualities as qualities all the time and 
not set apart a particular time in the year to ad­ 
dress ourselves to them.

Age bearing the treasures of the twilight of learn­ 
ing meets youth and modern business efficiency In 
tho project of the Carnegie Foundation to catalogue 
the five hundred thousand printed volumes of the 
Vatican library. Representatives of the Vatican are 
now in this country studying American methods at 
the Congressional library preparatory to beginning 
the great task a t Rome. 
The Carnegie offer to bear the expense of the V at­ 
ican cataloguing initiated the project 
and 
in 
the 
course of time will have made an Invaluable contri­ 
bution to the scholarship of the world. 
For it will 
open up to research mines of learning now burled 
in the mazes of the venerable treasure house. 
It is literally true that nobody knows what the 
Vatican Library contains. 
It had its beginnings as 
tile depositary of the early records of the Roman 
See. 
But the library as a storehouse of ancient 
and medieval learning had a new birth in the days 
of the Italian Renaissance, about the middle of the 
fifteenth century. 
For nearly five centuries the collection has been 
accumulating. 
By legacies from churchmen and 
potentates, by gift from pious and learned, by the 
purchase of other great collections, it has become 
not a single library but an aggregation of many, 
mere than a few of which were in themselves vast 
in size and priceless in material. 
But the very 
methods of its growth have tended against sys­ 
tematic records o f.its contents, and hence abridged 
it* usefulness to tho world. 
A. contrasting development is seen In the Amer­ 
ican library system. 
This young country has not 
produced priceless literary treasures such as those 
of the Old World but, curiously enough, we have 
produced the best system of keeping records of 
those treasures. 
The American library methods are 
a phase of the American genius for business organ­ 
ization, gaining efficiency from business experience 
and in turn reacting to make business more effic­ 
ien t 
And now the wealth and efficiency developed In 
th la New World are to make available the learning 
of an elder world and an elder time accumulated 
in a historic storehouse during five hundred years.

LEAD 
POISON 
IN FACTORY 
An investigation made 
by 
the 
United 
States 
Public Health Service revealed the fact that lead 
dust is to be found regularly in the a ir of man” 
industrial establishments. 
In cracker factories, underwear factories, machine 
shops, groceries, cigar factories, tailoring and press­ 
ing shops, and even in an ice cream plant some lead 
was found in the dust in the air. 
Lead pipe still 
is in use in most of the larger cities, particularly 
foi connections. 
When lead ies absorbed 
into 
the 
hum an 
body 
changes take place In the tissues of the nervous 
system and also In the blood. 
Investigations were 
made to find out to what extent the absorption of 
lead would affect the human body when it existed 
In amounts hardly sufficient to produce poisoning 
but still sufficient to produce changes in the blood. 
Preventing Absorption 
Small degrees of lead absorption are not im port­ 
ant, but when the blood cells are affected In con­ 
siderable numbers, some means must be taken to 
prevent further absorption 
of 
this 
poison. 
Two 
prominent physicians investigated the amount of 
lead poisoning in a southern enameling 
plant 
In 
Nashville, Teno. 
Thirty-nine were examined and a 
high degree of lead poisoning was found in 15 cases. 
Only 18 of the 39 men examined failed to show 
evidence of lead absorption. 
One of the men af­ 
fected was a packer, four were enamel painters and 
five were sprayers, one wax an inspector, one a 
furnace man, one a foreman, one was a grainer 
and one was a mixer. 
Thus the lead apparently affected the men in 
a11 parts of th*, works w ithout reference to the 
am ount of contact with lead, but apparently with 
relationship to the attention they paid to their per­ 
sonal hygiene. 
Tweny-slx of the men said 
th at 
they 
smoked 
while a t work. 
Most of them were careless about 
washing their hands before eating. Indeed, many of 
them ate in the room where they had been working, 
thus exposing their food to lead dust. 
The washroom itself was dark and poorly venti­ 
lated, and there were no shower baths so th at the 
traces of dust could not be removed before the men 
left for home. 
Taking Precautions 
When proper sanitary arrangem ents ware made 
and the men were cautioned about chewing tobacco 
at work, when a suitable exhaust system was sup­ 
plied for carrying off the dust, and when a system 
of supervision was Installed so th a t men affected 
by the poison might be properly advised, the condi­ 
tions were overcome. 
Out of the 89 men in the plant concerned, not one 
could be given an absolutely clean bill 
of 
health. 
Many of them suffered with physical defects in ad­ 
dition to the disturbances brought about by tbs lead 
poisoning. 
Sanitary control of industries is ont of 
|h e most im portant steps In the modern extension 
of preventive medicine.

Taking a Chance on Oil 


When the glaring prospectus of the “ fly-by-night” or "shoe 
string” oil promotion company with its promise of quick riches 
arrives at your door, do you stop and ask yourself what are the 
odds against the successful finding of oil, before you donate your 
cash toward the furthering of the venture? 
If you are told that the odds were 193 to I that you would 
lose your money, and that the promised oil well would be a 
dust­ 
er"—which in the language of the oil man means either a dry 
hole or a water well, but always a failure—would you invest? 
In California, second in petroleum production only to Okla­ 
homa, the statistics of the California State Mining bureau recently 
released for publication indicate that during the last two years the 
small oil producing companies have drilled 391 wildcat wells and 
found oil only twice. 
In 1925 and 1926 California companies 
drilled 195 wells which were dry to find one producing well I 
The two fields discovered in California through the prospect­ 
ing in 391 borings were actually uncovered by the larger major 
companies, ten of which drilled 122 wells to find two oil fields. 
The remaining smailei operators drilled 269 wells and their per­ 
centage of success was zero— not a drop of oil I 
The inference 
here is that success goes with the big organizations having both 
capital and experience and not to the under-financed, inexperi­ 
enced, “shoe-string” operator who borrow* his money from the 
genera! public and, in 195 cases to I, returns nothing. 
In the eleven years previous to 1925 there were 1070 wildcat 
wells drilled in California and 15 new fields opened—Rghich means 
that for each field opened by striking oil there were 71.3 failures. 
Of the 15 fields opened during that time, 13 were credited to 9 of 
the larger companies. 
Smaller companies drilled 818 wildcats to 
obtain two fields. 
This was 409 wells drilled to secure one field. 
Are those good betting odds? 
The history of the wildcatter who dejttnds upon the public 
money of die smaller investor in California*is virtually duplicated 
in other oil producing states, such as Oklahoma and Texas, with 
odds almost as greatly against success as are shown by the Cali­ 
fornia public records. 
Such hazards, when reduced to cold figures may be uninter­ 
esting to read, but should be sufficieudy starding in the nature of 
the disclosed betting odds, that the small investor known as "the 
public” should be exceedingly wary of gambling with “fly-by- 
night” and “shoe-string” outfits.

IE pity is th at we do not ap­ 
ply the same scientific method 
to 
other matters, political 
and 
social as well as “psychic.” It can 
be done, and there are men who 
know how to do I t Unfortunately.

according to the way we “feel” 
about It, and then seek facts and 
argum ents, not to find out what 
is, but as "talking points” to sus­ 
tain our conclusion. T hat is the 
reverse of the scientific method, 
but it is the way m ost of the a f­ 
fairs of life; publlo or private are 
determined.

[E “wets” concede th a t they can 
get nothing through the next 
Congress, which, like Its predeces­

It prohibits the brewer’s beer lf 
It has over one-half per cent of 
alcohol, though confessedly it could 
exceed this quantity without being 
intoxicating. The difference ie that 
if the brewer were allowed one or 
two per cent, the market would be 
flooded w ith beer of six or eight 
per cent, and It would be a prac­ 
tical 
impossibility 
to

it. 
Therefore the law, as to 
com­ 
mercial beer, 
goes 
below 
the 
limit 
of intoxicating percentage, 
a s a 
practical 
and 
reasonable 
method of preventing a wholesale

held,

the actually Intoxicating, and It is 
known th a t in practice he ie likely 
often to exceed this without being 
caught. 
There is no "right” In 
the m atter In either casa end the 
courts have held that there la no 
Inconsistency. 
There is merely a 
practical situation, which renders 
a method necessary In one case, 
which is not needed In the other. 
The farm er’s margin is within the 
law, and does no harm. The sam e 
margin, to the brewer, even lf la 
itself with the law, would produce 
a practical 
result which 
would 
nullify the law and the constitu­ 
tion.

and 
acted w ith

th at 
Stanton readily let down, relates 
J. H. G albraith, 
Ohio 
historian. 
Stanton assumed to say to whom 
tho telegraph cipher for war mes­ 
sages should bo given. 
Some operators were given tho 
cipher, but they were under S tan­ 
ton's orders, and he pledged them 
to give it to no one else, not even 
to a commanding officer. 
W hen 
Grant asked an operator to give 
him the cipher, the operator re­ 
fused, saying ha would bo pun­ 
ished by Stanton lf ho gave it to 
him. 
“You certainly will bo punished 
if you do not,” replied Grant. 
So 
the operator risked the more re­ 
mote penalty 
and 
produced 
the 
cipher. 
L ater G rant learned the 
operator had been dismissed. 
Ho 
Immediately set about reinstating 
him and succeeded. Later Stanton 
ordered G rant's adjutant general 
to issue none of the general’s or­ 
ders until they had been approved 
by him. A fter one or two flagrant 
cases, G rant went after the sec­ 
retary about It and obtained an 
apology.
